Mr. Berger said the govern¬ 
ment legislation making it com¬ 
pulsory to buy car insurance 
from private companies is 
unjust, expensive and unfair. 

The NDP leader referred to 
the Wootton Royal Commission 
which he said had established as 
fact that insurance companies 
were charging exorbitant pre¬ 
miums and providing inade¬ 
quate coverage. 

“We don't believe that you 
should be forced to biy from 
these companies,” Mr. Berger 
said. He said the motorist 
should be forced to buy from 
from private companies or from 
a government plan.

NANAIMO — Premier

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Voice of Experience 

B ritish Columbia has had a success ion of pre¬ 
miers, dating back to its very beginnings, of more 
titan ordinary courage. Some of them may have been 
misguided, but, offhand, it is difficult to point to a 
single instance of pusillanimity. They have been a 
dogged breed, and W. A. C. Bennett is no exception. 

Many of them have been colorful, “characters” in 
the idiom, like Amor de Cosmos, the incredible Joe 
Martin, Sir Richard McBride, Brewster, who doggedly 
fought his political battles in spite of failing health, 
“Honest" John Oliver of P.G.E. fame, the dictatorial 
“Duff’ Pattullo whose generosity was legend, “Boss" 
Johnson, who was a better athlete than politician, and 
many more. And Mr. Bennett is one of this company, 
too. 

He has many attributes. He was the only member 
of the legislature, with the exception of the late Mrs. 
Tilly Rolston, to recognize that the old parties, as well 
as the coalition government, had “lost" the electorate. 

It was to counter the alternative of socialism that 
this long-time Tory seized on the idea of Social Credit 
and put to work a theory that has paid him and this 
province substantial dividends. Socialists, in his mind, 
are the enemies of progress, because progress is best 
served by free enterprise. In consequence, socialists 
are Mr. Bennett's enemies. He will fight them as long 
as he draws breath. Let there be no doubt of that. 

So, in this context, Mr. Bennett has made free 
enterprise as opposed to socialism the key issue of his 
current campaign. 

If there seems to be some over emphasis on the 
confrontation, it is because Mr. Bennett fears that 
indifference on the part of the electorate could allow, 
at least, a political position which would leave a 
minority with the balance of power, and at worst a 
socialist majority which might result in an investment 
drought in this province. 

He is concerned that complacency might allow 
the socialists to gain control as they did in Manitoba, 
because, as he says, the people “were asleep.” 

It would be quite wrong to dismiss Mr. Bennett’s 
warnings of New Democratic Party aspirations and 
determination here, and of their ultimate goal, to 
sweep eastward to control at Ottawa, as political 
histrionics. 

He believes what he says. He believes his 
apprehensiveness is legitimate because he cannot 
accept socialism as an alternative form of government 
in this province or this country. He is sounding a 
rallying cry for those who prefer to rely on experience 
and perspicacity in government and the time-tried 
formulas rather than experiment with a partnership 
of labor and radical intellectuals. 

None of his predecessors in office faced the same 
challenge. But of them all he is probably the best 
equipped to cope with it. 

The man who perceived the need for change in 
1952 now warns against it. He was right before and 
there is no reason to believe he is not right again. It 
would be wisdom to heed his advice.

Friday's first stage alert was 
called when the ozone count 
reached .58 parts per million 
parts of air in the southeast 
section of the Los Angeles 
basin.

Two Among .’SO Ships 


U.S. Carriers Retiring 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Fifty 
combat ships, including two air -1 
craft carriers, a heavy cruiser j 
and the battleship New Jersey, 
are among the 100 United States 
Navy vessels being laid up by 
the defence department to save 
money, Navy Secretary John 
Chafee announced Friday. 

Defence Secretary Melvin R 
I-aird had said earlier the New 
Jersey would be retired but 
Chafee's disclosure that two 
carriers are involved came as a 
surprise. 

The carriers are the Benning¬ 
ton and Kearsarge, anti-subma¬ 


rine aircraft carriers whose 
principal mission has been to 
keep track of Soviet subma¬ 
rines. 

The move will leave the navy] 
with four anti-submarine air-, 
craft carriers, with another 16 
carriers assigned to the attack 

role. 

Chafee identified 76 ships 
which will he retired in the next 
three months. He said that as a 
result navy manpower will he 
reduced by about 72,000. 

Chafee said the navy is ab¬ 
sorbing about $1 000.000,000 of a 
$3,000,000,000 defence expendi¬ 


ture reduction program now 
under way. 

The Soviet Union currently 
has about 350 submarines, and 
Chafee was asked why the navy 
thinks it is able to cut its anti¬ 
submarine warfare capability 
by laying up the two carriers. 

Chafee indicated that as some 
of the older attack carriers are 
retired from the attack role 
later on, they could switch to 
anti-submarine work, which in¬ 
volves carrying special planes 
equipped to track underwater 
craft.

On the whole, this has been a 
somewhat dry summer. We didn't have 
too much moisture stored in the subsoil 
to start with, and what with sub-normal 
rainfall and watering restrictions, we 
have had to scramble to keep our plants 
alive and oar lawns green. 

One Question which has come up 

repeatedly this past month in letters 
from readers concerns second-hand 
water. If we lug our dirty diah water 
and the water from the family wash or 
bathtub out to the garden, what effect 
does the soap in it have on the health of 
our plants? 


If real soap is used, you can use it 
as much as you please, and on any kind 
of plants in the garden. In fact, a tittle 
soap increases the penetrating power of 

water and acts as a mild insecticide as 
well. Moreover, the potash in the soap 
is a weak but effective fertilizer. 

With detergents, though, you have to 
be just a bit more careful. Strong 
detergents, used to excess, are harmful 
to plant life and have an unpleasant 
effect upon the soil structure. Clay soils 
in particular become even stickier and 


The triok here is to apply just a little 
water, preferably In very fine droplets 
or even as a spray, only enough to 
moisten the surface, then move on to 
the next plant with the same treatment.

7.6 Per Cent 


No Picking-Dp Since 


OTTAWA (CP) — Wage 
settlements in th# second 
quarter of 1969 called for 
average base-rate increases of 
7 6 per cent the labor depart¬ 
ment reported Friday. 

This represented an increse 
over the average settlements 
of the previous two quarters 
72 and 75 per cent, 
respectively. But the average 
settlement in the third quarter 
of 1968 was 8.5 per cent. 

The department said labor 
contract* covering bargaining 
units of 500 workers and 
more, in all fields except the 
construction industry, are 


covered by its statistical 
analysis. There were 123 such 
contracts negotiated in April, 
May and June, affecting the 
wage rates of 234.625 workers. 

The department said the 
impact of the 123 new settle¬ 
ments, when taken in con¬ 
junction with wage provisions 
of existing contracts, set the 
annual base-rate increase at 
7.7 per cenf, or 17.7 cents an 
hour, for the 12 months ended 
June 30, 1969. 

This compares with a 6 4- 
per cent increase, or 13.9 cents 
an hour, recorded in the 12 
months ended June 30, 1968.

Pmf. Baxter said in an 
Interview all matters dealing 
with family life should be 
"brought under one judicial 
roof” to provide specialized 
treatment not available in 
existing court systems.

The report suggested the 
new court pay wives support 
money owed by missing hus¬ 
bands, then try to recover 
from the husbarate. As a 
result, divorced, deserted and 
separated wives would not 
have to pursue their husbands 
through the courts.

Eighteen months ago the provincial govern¬ 
ment announced a new public education finance 
formula intended to cure a variety of ills in the 
school system. 


The result* are starting to 
come in now. The new 
formula has more or less 
achieved the things it wa« 
intended to do — and !t has 
created a whole new set of 
problems. 

One thing the formula was 
designed to do was equalize 
educational opportunity 
among B.C.'s 85 school dis¬ 
tricts. 

But while the new system Is 
already [lulling up school 
districts that were previously

substandard, its averaging 
effect It pulling down ’light¬ 
house" districts which used to 
spend more than the average. 

The instrument o f this 
classroom homogenization is 
the referendum on school 
district operating funds. It 
loads the odds against a 
school board which seeks to 
raise tax money above a 
government-imposed limit. 


Referendum Unites 
Teachers , Trustees 


It's rare that teachers and 
school trustees agree on any¬ 
thing in B.C. On the issue of 
the referendum for operating 
funds, they are united. 

They say it's phony demo¬ 
cracy, a gun pointed at 
education with the trigger in 
the hands of those who put 
property values before educa¬ 
tional value*. 

Until the legislative session 
of 1968. B.C.'s basic education 
program was pegged to 
teacher qualifications and the 
number of "entitled teachers" 
j>er district. 

Calculating a school dis¬ 
trict* basic education pro¬ 
gram. the department of 
education allocated an amount 
for teachers' salaries, a 
supervision allowance, a fur¬ 
ther amount per "entitled 


teacher," plus other sums 
according to schedules 
approved by the cabinet. 

To raise the basic education 
program funds there was <*nd 
still is) a standard mill rale 
levied against all real 
property. It is set by the 
government and varies from 
year to year. 

The government guaranteed 
to pay not less than half of 
’ approved" costs under the 
basic education program. 

Thaf * w o r d "approved" 
remains the key t e r m in all 
dlscusaiom of B.C. public 
education finance. Many 
school districts found them¬ 
selves paying more than 50 
per cent of their annual 
budget because their expenses 
weren't "approved." 


The government pay* 
the difference between the 
amount raised by the founda¬ 
tion mill rate and the basic 
education program. 

This is where the equaliza¬ 
tion element come* in 
strongly. A small community 
with a pulp mill, for example, 
may raise all the money it 
need* from it* basic mill rate, 
and receive nothing in gov¬ 
ernment grants. 

Another area with a low 
taxable assessment will have 
most of its baste education 
program paid by the govern¬ 
ment.

local taxation up to 110 per 
cent of the basic education ■ 
program. 

Above that level there are ( 
check* and control*, and this i 
is where the criticism ha* ' 
been concentrated. 

To go above the 110 per I 
cent level, a school board j 
must get the approval of a ' 
majority of municipal council* j 
within the district, or pass a 
bylaw, or seek approval of the ; 
cabinet. 

If the board chooses the j 
bylaw route, then 100 property- 
owner* or 5 per cent of 
property - owners can petition 
for a referendum.

Old Formula Intent 
Aimed at Equality 


The old formula was 
Intended t o provide both 
equality of educational oppor¬ 
tunity and freedom for a 
district to innovate and spend 
more on better education. 

1 lowever. government 
grams fell further and further 
behind actual expenditure*. 
Instead o f being revised 
yearly, the per-teachcr grant 
was left static for years at a 
time. 

Mill rates tended to vary 

widely across the province, 
lx'slio Peterson, then minister 
of education, dropped a hint 
of things to come when he 
warned t h e B.C. School 
Trustees’ Associatidn in Octo¬ 
ber. 1967: 

"All of us are . . . deeply 
concerned about the alarm¬ 
ing increases in the cost of 


providing (education) and the 
demands being made on the 
taxpayer to provide more and 
more public funds for educa¬ 
tion." 

He added: 

"Unless a courageous 
attempt is made to sort out 
the essential tasks in educa¬ 
tion, I can see this growing 
financial burden becoming an 
increasing cause of dissatis¬ 
faction and resentment.” 

However, there was no 
consultation with non-govern¬ 
ment educators before the 
1968 Throne Speech announced 
"proposals to strengthen the 
financial viability” of school 
boards. 

That was Bill 86. the 
amendments to the Public 
Schools Act which created a 
new finance formula. 


Mr. Peterson bad said that 
"school boards will become 
taxing authorities in their own 
right," but here’* what hap¬ 
pened In Nanaimo: 

The school board's budget 
was rejected by city council. 
The trustee* went back to 
their board room, trimmed 
their budget and re*ubmitted 
it to city council. This time it 
was approved. 

Nine school board budgets 
went to referendum A 
shudder went through the B.C. 
School Trustees’ Association, 
and the B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation, when the votes 
were counted. 

Seven of the nine referen¬ 
dum* were defeated. 

In each case the department 
of education sent its financial 
specialists to advise on how to 
trim the budgets, and made 


special grants in some cases. 
(The new formula gives 
immense discretfonary power 
to the government.)

Instructional Unit 
In Basic Change 


The mean* of calculating 
the government's new basic 
education program became 
the "instructional unit" of 30 
elementary pupils or 20 high 
school students. 

The value of the Instruc¬ 
tional unit change* each year. 
It is calculated each fall by 
dividing the total government- 
approved operating expendi¬ 
ture* in all school districts 
that year by the number of 
Instructional units in the 
immediately preceding school 
year. 

A school district's basic 

education program for the 
coming year is the provincial 


instructional unit value multi¬ 
plied by the number of 
instructional units in the 
district at the time, plus ihe 
cost of approved auxiliary 
services. 

One provision of Bill 86 was 
that the value of the basic 
education program would be 
not less than 90 per cent 
(later amended to 95 per 
cent) of approved expendi¬ 
ture* of the previous calendar 
year. 

The local share of the basic 
education program is still 
raised by a province - wide 
foundation mill rate set by the 
government 24.6 mills this 


The fiercest critics of the 
new education finance for¬ 
mula admit readily that there 
is much to recommend it. It's 
an improvement over the old 
one. 

But the referendum prin¬ 
ciple Is offensive to the entire 
education community. Opposi¬ 
tion to the government's edu¬ 
cation policy focuses almost 
entirely on the referendum 
principle. 

What's the point of electing 
school trustees, if they aren't 
to be trusted to strike a 
budget? is a question often 
asked, Trustees are given the 
responrtbility for the job, but 
not the authority. 

The referendum 1s particu¬ 
larly Insidious under the new 
finance formula. 


A money vote can be called 
by a tiny minority of property- 
owners. An apartment owner 
may vote, but ^one" of his 
tenants may. 

It Is probably the only 
opportunity during the year 
that the disgruntled ratepayer 
will have the chance to say 
"No" to rising taxes. He can 
do it while telling himself that 
he isn't wrecking the schools, 
only trimming "frills." 

No other form of govern¬ 
ment is hobbled with refer¬ 
endum* o n its operating 
funds. 

Finally, B.C.’s requirement 
of a 60 per cent affirmative 
vote to pass a referendum 
means that a “No” vote 
weighs 50 per cent heavier 
than a "Yes" vote.

NANAIMO — Premier Bennett took a nap 
Friday while supporters. Moose Lodge members 
and Indians waited, wondering whether they would 
see him on his Nanaimo visit. 

He had been due to speak at the Nanaimo 
Indian Reserve at 6 p.m. When he didn’t show up 
then, the time was changed to 6:45 p.m.

He and Mr. Ney rushed down a flight of stairs 
to the banquet hall where he welcomed lodge mem¬ 
bers, -asked for their support and shook hands all 
the way.

Then the Socred group piled into waiting cars 
and, amid a blare of horns, rushed to Harbor Park 
shopping mail where the parade was waiting to 
start. 

After brief introductions, the parade went to 
the Capital Theatre where about 550 people waited. 
There was an overflow of about 50 people waiting 
in nearby Eagles’ Hall. 

Although there were only 20 waiting outside 
the theatre, and applause was weak when the 
party arrived, those who waited inside left no 
doubt about their support. The shouts, whistles, 
and applause could be heard half a block away. 

The parade ran into trouble at one point when 
NDP-supporting parents objected to their children 
taking part. Out of the original 24, only 16 children 
were allowed to appear in the parade.

CAMPBELL RIVER - The 
provincial election campaign, is 
nearing the end of the road 
after a whirl of meetings, 
rallies, coffee parties and house- 
to-house campaigning. 

But. somehow, there doesn't 
seem to be the same excitement 
and enthusiasm as was gener¬ 
ated 55 years ago this month 
when the Conservative party 
held a two-day rally in Camp¬ 
bell River here to honor its 
successful candidates in both 
the provincial and federal rid¬ 
ings. 


Representing the northern 
half of Vancouver Island in 
Ottawa was H S. Clements, 
MP. Member of the Legislative 
Assembly — referred to as 
MPPs in those days — was 
Mike Manson who, with his 
brother, John, came from the 
Shetland Isles before the turn of 
the century and settled on 
Cortes Island in the community 
eventually named for them. 

It was agreed by the com¬ 
mittee in change that the annual 
celebration be held in Campbell 
River. There were only about 
200 residents in those days but 


they went all out to make the’ 
event one to be remembered. 

Banners were hung in the 1 
town offering a "welcome to ouri 
representatives. Clements and 
Manson.” The Willows Hotel 
was the social centre of the 1 
community at the time and it 
had banners, garlands and 
festoons inside and out for the 
great occasion. 

AUGUST RAIJ.Y 

The rally was held on Aug. 4 
and Aug. 5. Of course, when the 
committee w as planning the I 
affair they had no foreknow!-j 
edge that the Archduke Fcrd-i 


inand would get himself assas¬ 
sinated in Sarajevo hy a millet 
that fired the opening gun of the 
worst conflict that the world 
had seen to that date. 

However, by tire time the 
rally got under way word had 
filtered through to Campbell 
River that war had been 
declared against Germany, and 
the whole affair became imbued 
with an extra surge of 
patriotism.

The premier keeps up a fast 
pace. But not so fast th.it he

"Are you tired. Mr. Pre¬ 
mier?” I asked him.

Aid. Martin Lukaitis said: ”1 
think somebody is trying to 
throttle somebody. Let’s hear 
what Aid. Kerr has to say.” 

CLUB PLAN 

Aid. Rods Harder said: “I 
think these things can be ironed 
out — it’s not neccessary to do 
it at a council meeting." 

After a meeting, Aid. Kerr 
suggested hmv service clubs 
could help beauti'y the city. 

He said it was separate 
from the city's plans but would 
be "sooner, not five years from 
now ” 

He said his s)>eech had not 
been an attack on the admin¬ 
istration as Mayor Quaife had 
considered it to be He added 
that the mayor should expect to 
stand up to criticism since he 
found it pardonable to freely 
criticize the SPCA. school board 
aod some fraternal organiza¬ 
tions. 


I exhumed the Aug. 8, 1914, 
edition, which contains tlie i 
following account of the 
celebration: 

‘SUMPTUOUS BANQUET' 

Under the headline: Conser¬ 
vative Rally Hon. Dr. Young 
Gives Patriotic Speech To 
Large Gathering At Campbell 
River, it says: 

"The North and South Con¬ 
servative Associations met in 
Campbell River on Tuesday and 
Wednesday for the purpose of 
having an annual celebration. 

"Most of the members from 
the various Associations of the 
North arrived on Tuesday 
morning and held a meeting. 
The members from the 
Southern Association, including 
Cumberland. West Cumberland, 
Bevan and Puntledge, arrived in 
the evening, in time to partake 
of the sumptuous banquet at the 
Willows Hotel, which was 
beautifully decorated and illum¬ 
inated for the occasion." 

The type of illumination, 
incidentally, was gas, and was 
called ‘Moore Lighting.* It was 
not until 1917 that it was 
replaced by electricity. 

SALMON SHAPE 

The staff at the Willows went 
all out in preparation of the 
"sumptuous banquet." Each 
item on the menu was named 
for a community in the con¬ 
stituency, or for a Conservative 
in the government. 

The menu was printed on the 
shape of a salmon one of which 
the late Mr. and Mrs. Carl O. 
Thulin preserved carefully 
through the years among their 
souvenirs of bygone days. 

Among the mottos displayed 
| to advantage were: "Borden 
' and McBride,” "One Empire. 
One Flag, One King,” “Wel¬ 
come to our Representatives 
Clements and Manson,” 
"Justice to AH,” "A White 
Canada.” 

SPIRIT PRAISED 

I “The West Cumberland Con¬ 
servative Band, with 14 pieces, 
was in attendance and while 
some 200 guests were standing 
in the banquet hall, played God 
Save the King from a balcony 
immediately above, with the 
guests joining in, singing wilh a 
spirit seldom seen and heard in 
this part of the Island. 

"The band then played Rule 
Britannia with the. crowd stand¬ 
ing in their places al the table 
joining in singing, the sound 
floating over the waters of 
Discovery Passage in the still¬ 
ness of the night and making 
the tall timbers of Campbell 
River shake." 

There was dancing, later in 
the adjoining pavilion. The 
Provincial Secretary and 
Minister of Education, H E. 
Young, gave a rousing address 
on British Empire. Other 
speakers included the afore¬ 
mentioned Mr. Clements and 
Mr. Manson. 

EARLY' DAYS 

I don’t know who reported the 
rally to the Cumberland 
Islander. Mr. and Mrs Thulin 
once told me that a yximalist 
named Arthur Sullivan lived in 
Campbell River in the early 
days, and wrote glowing 
accounts of the events that took 
place. 

So. perhaps, the above piece 
of reporting came from his pen. 


BRIEF SPEECH 

The next stop was Alberni 
where a crowd of more than 500 
gathered t o eat barbecued 
salmon and listen to a brief 
speech in which Mr Bennett 
promised the government would 
make improvements to the 
Parksville-Albemi highway. 

He said, at a gathering at the 
Grecnwoo d Motel: "Dr 
McDiarmid has done a great 
job for Alberni. We have the 
finest government in the world 



Lengthy Nap 
Delays 
Speech Tour

NANAIMO — Premier Bennett took a nap 
Friday while supporters, Moose Lodge members 
and Indians waited, wondering whether they would 
see him on his Nanaimo visit. 

He had been due to speak at the Nanaimo 
Indian Reserve at 6 p.m. When he didn't show up 
then, the time was changed to 6:45 p.m. 

At the suggestion of Socred candidate Frank 
Ney, who had declined a speaking engagement at 
the Moose Lodge convention as Nanaimo mayor, 
Mr. Bennett was to speak to delegates. 

As the time wore on, one of the campaign or¬ 
ganizers said Mr. Bennett appeared in no hurry 
to get up. 

★ ★ ★ 

Inside the Malaspina Hotel, where Mr. Bennett 
was taking his nap, Mr. Ney jumped to his feet 
and commented: ‘‘I'm going to wait five minutes 
more and then I'm going.” 

An official tried to dissuade him and he added: 
“IVe waited here for an hour already. I have had 
it.” 


John McDougal, lodge district vice-president 
from Surrey, said: "I don’t blame you. I feel the 
same way myself.” 

Then, in less than five minutes, word came 
that Premier Bennett was dressing. At 7:20 p.m. 
he arrived in the lobby. 

He and Mr. Ney rushed down a flight of stairs 
to the banquet hall where he welcomed lodge mem¬ 
bers, asked for their support and shook hands all 
the way. 

* ★ * 

Then the Socred group piled into waiting cars 
and, amid a blarev of horns, rushed to Harbor Park 
shopping mall where the parade was waiting to 
start. 

After brief introductions, the parade went to 
the Capital Theatre where about 550 people waited. 
There was an overflow of about 50 people waiting 
in nearby Eagles’ Hall. 

Although there were only 20 waiting outside 
the theatre, and applause was weak when the 
party arrived, those who waited inside left no 
doubt about their support. The shouts, whistles, 
and applause could be heard half a block away. 

The parade ran into trouble at one point when 
NDP-supporting parents objected to their children 
taking part. Out of the original 24, only 16 children 
were allowed to appear in the parade.

There, Mr. Bennett 
jumped from his government 
limousine and began walking up 
and down the main street 
shaking hands with store owners 
and residents. 

He chatted with bank tellers, 
posed for pictures under a hair 
drier in a beauty salon and 
walked quickly through a 
number of other stores. He 
addressed a crowd of about 80 
from a microphone set up on a 
street comer and then just 
before departing went into the 
local liquor store. There were 
no customers and one at the 
men behind the counter said 
business was quire good before 
tlie premier arrived. 

FEW YEARS 

Mr Bonnet! told his audience 
that his wife was a former 
Ladysmith girl. "The reason 
I'm premier of B.C. is because 
4 I met a girl who used to live 
here,” he said. "Her name was 
May Richards. I was from New 
Brunswick and lived in Alberta, 
but she got me out here and In 
a few years, she made me 
premier.”
